1. MEETING BEGAN WITH DISCUSSION OF DRAFT "APPEAL FOR 
INFORMATION LAUNCHED BY SC COMITE ON SANCTIONS", A PROPOSED 
PRESS RELEASE PURSUANT TO SSR PARA 13, AS ENDORSED BY SC 

RES 333. COPY BEING POUCHED WASNGINTON (S/AC 15/WP89). 

CHANGES PROPOSED BY DELEGATES INCLUDE FOLLOWING NEW LANGUAGE 
IN PARA 5: "ITS NEW APPEAL FOR INFORMATION FROM PRIVATE 
INDIVIDUALS AND ORGANIZATIONS IS PART OF THE COMITE'S 
STEPPED UP ACTIVITIES IN ITS ENDEAVOR TO CLOSE ALL POSSIBLE 
LOOPHOLES IN THE APPLICATION OF SANCTIONS. SINCE THE COMITE 
ALWAYS MEETS IN CLOSED SESSIONS, AND THE RECORDS OF ITS 
MEETINGS ARE DISTRIBUTED ONLY TO COMITE MEMBERS, COMMUNICATIONS 
RECEIVED FROM PRIVATE INDIVIDUALS OR ORGANIZATIONS WILL 
BE TREATED AS CONFIDENTIAL. IT IS THE COMITE'S HOPE THAT 
ANY SUCH COMMUNICATIONS ADDRESSED TO IT WILL BE 
ATTRIBUTED." COMITE ACTING SECRETARY CHARGED WITH REDRAFTING 
FOR CONSIDERATION AND DISCUSSION AT NEXT MEETING, AUGUST 
29 PM. 

2. AS NEXT ITEM, COMITE DISCUSSED "DRAFT NOTE TO ALL MEMBER 
STATES", CONCERNING SSR PARAS 12 AND 15, ENDORSED BY 
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SC RES 333. AT REQUEST OF US REP, FOLLOWING SENTENCE WILL 
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BE ADDED TO PARA 1 OF PAGE 2: "IT MAY BE DESIRABLE THAT 
SUCH EXPERTS BE ABLE TO CALL UPON INSTITUTIONS WHICH COULD 
OFFER THEIR EXPERTIES AND LABORATORY FACILITIES 
FOR THEIR SUPPORT." AT REQUEST OF INDIAN REP, SENTENCE 
BEGINNING LINE 10 OF PARA 1, PAGE 2 DELETED. ALSO, ON LINE 
6 OF SAME PARA, COMITE APPROVED INDIAN PROPOSAL TO ADD, 

AFTER "SOUTHERN AFRICA", "PARTICULARLY, ANGOLA, MOZAMBIQUE, 
SOUTHERN RHODESIA AND SOUTH AFRICA,". SECRETARY ALSO WILL 
PREPARE REVISED DRAFT TO DISCUSS AT NEXT MEETING. 

3. KENYAN REP ASKED THAT SUMMARY RECORD OF COMITE'S 
162ND SESSION BE CORRECTED TO READ "BASKETBALL TEAM FROM 
USA", VICE "US BASKETBALL TEAM" AND "PLAYING MATCHES IN 
SOUTHERN RHODESIA", VICE "PLAYING MATCHES AGAINST 
SOUTHERN RHODESIAN TEAMS". PAGE 11, (S/AC.15/SR.162). 

THIS WAS PURSUANT TO US REP'S PRIVATE REQUEST OF KENYAN 
REP. 

4. COMITE NEXT DISCUSSED CASE 113. "AMMONIA 'CYPRESS’ 

AND TSFONN"'. COMITE STUDIED SECRETARIAT'S LEGAL VIEWS 
ON SWISS RESPONSIBILITIES. PURSUANT TO SOV PROPOSAL, 

IT WAS AGREED THAT SECRETARIAT WILL DETERMINE 
WHETHER THIS LEGAL PAPER MAY BE DISTRIBUTED TO MEMBER 
STATES. 

5. UK REP HAD DISTRIBUTED FURTHER INFORMATION CONCERNING 
SALE OF BOEING AIRCRAFT, TO EFFECT THAT LICHTENSTEIN COMPANY, 

IAC, WHICH SOLD THE AIRCRAFT, WAS A HOLDING COMPANY SET UP 
BY GENERAL MANAGER OF AIR RHODESIA, MR. MERVIN EYATT. 

ACCORDING TO UK DOCUMENT, "THE INFORMATION WOULD SUGGEST 
THAT THE AIRCRAFT WERE SOLD THROUGH THE AGENCY OF IAC 

BY MR. CARL HIRSCHMANN, CHAIRMAN OF JET-VAIATION OF 

BASEL, SWITZERLAND." SUDAN REP ASKED US REP, THROUGH CHAIRMAN, 

WHETHER BOEING CONTRACT ENVISAGED POSSIBILITY OF 

RESALE. COMITE ACTING CHAIRMAN SAID THAT HE ASSUMED US REP 

WOULD BE ABLE TO DISCUSS THIS WHEN BOEING CASE COMES UP 

IN COMITE SEPTEMBER 4. COPY OF LATEST UK NOTE BEING FORWARDED 

WASHINGTON. ALONG WITH COMMUNICATIONS RECEIVED BY SECRETARIAT 

AND DISTRIBUTED FROM PRIVATE INDIVIDUALS AND NGO'S 

CONCERNING APPLICATION OF SANCTIONS AGAINST SR 
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(S/AC.15/WP 88). SEVERAL OF THESE LETTERS DEAL WITH SUSPECTED 
INVOLVEMENT OF US FIRMS. WE WOULD APPRECIATE RECEIVING 
DEPARTMENT'S GUIDANCE CONCERNING: 

A) LATEST US ACTION ON BOEING CASE; 

B) COMMENT ON WP 88 REPORTS; 

C) COMMENTS WE MAY PROVIDE TO ALREADY CURIOUS PRESS 
CONCERNING CARNEGIE ENDOWMENT REPORT ON SR VIOLATIONS, 
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REPORTEDLY TO BE RELEASED AUGUST 27.
